This charming rose was discovered by Mr. Howard in an old European gar- 
den, and is now admired by everyone who has seen it surrounding the Garden 
of a Thousand Roses at California Flowerland. Entirely distinct in type and 
habit, it is somewhat like a lovely wild rose, but more vigorous, erect, with 
many branches covered with shiny evergreen foliage. 

The single flowers, three inches across, are borne in graceful sprays. The 
buds of flame-orange open to soft yellow, then change through pink to rose 
red. The effect of a planting of Rosa mutabilis is most interesting, each bush 
having masses of blooms of many colors, practically the year ’round. 

For a hedge surrounding a rose garden, as used at California Flowerland, or 
along a boundary, perhaps using a rustic fence or stone wall as a background, 
no more attractive plant could be found.
